HUNDREDS of people have turned 
out to a meeting at Dover Town Hall 
to campaign for a district hospital 
that Dover “desperately needs”. 

Organised by Eythome parish councillor Reg 
Hansell, it was standing room only on Friday 
evening when more than 300 people came to 
express their concerns about the lack of health 
facilities in the district. 

Asked how he thought it went, Cllr Hansell told 
Yourdover: “It was beyond my wildest dreams that 
so many people turned out to show their support. 

“The next step is to email all the parish and 
town councils and ask them to carry out petitions 
to be back in for May 26. 

“That’s three months before the NHS make 
their decision on poly-clinics, which we don’t want 
here. We need a proper hospital. 

‘‘While that’s going on, we are also hoping to 
arrange for an action group to be started.” 

Labour MP Gwyn Prosser and Charlie 
Elphicke, Conservative parliamentary candidate 
for Dover and Deal, both attended to show their 
support for the campaign. 

Mr Prosser said: “My commitment to Buckland 
is more than just political. I’ve lived in Dover for 
30 years, my son was bom at the hospital and I’ve 
been treated there. My wife nursed in the Ram¬ 
say Ward until it was shut down, so no one can 
doubt my commitment. 

“In the past the PCT and East Kent Hospital 
Trust promised me no acute services would be 
lost and assured me we would retain 100 beds 
and a day surgery, ensuring hospital care in 
Dover had a future. 

“Two years later I was betrayed by the PCT 
when they moved the day surgery from Buckland

MORE than 6,000 house¬ 
holds in the district are at 
risk of falling behind on 
mortgage repayments, 
according to Conservative 
parliamentary candidate 
Charlie Elphicke. 

His evidence, from credit rating 
experts Experian, shows 6,722 
households in Dover and Deal are 
under financial pressure as the cost 
of living continues to increase. 

As the credit crunch bites, mort¬ 
gage lenders are also tightening 
their belts and mortgage rates are 
increasing so potential buyers are 
unable to get on the property ladder. 

Homeowners may also find it hard¬ 
er to make repayments, possibly 
leading to repossession of their prop¬ 
erty, and figures from Experian 
shown the Dover district could be 
affected in some cases. 

Mr Elphicke is pushing for the 
Government to do something about 
the situation. 

He said: “The Government needs to 
act quickly to help get people access 
to mortgages and better rates. 

“Otherwise we will see what is cur¬ 
rently worry turning into a real 
house price slide. 

“The financial system is complicat¬ 
ed but the Government should follow 
the advice of Shadow Chancellor 
George Osborne and allow banks to 
sell mortgages to the Bank of 
England in return for Government 
bonds. 

“That would enable banks quickly 
to get hold of more cash and start 
lending again - at better rates.” 

Gwyn Prosser, Labour MP for 
Dover and Deal, hit back at claims by 
Mr Elphicke that the district has 
households at risk of failing to make 
mortgage payments.

“Charlie Elphicke is acting wholly 
irresponsibly in raising fears 
amongst constituents. 

“He took figures from listings com¬ 
piled by right-wing magazine 
Spectator, edited by Boris Johnson 
who shouldn’t be taken any notice of. 

“Experian figures make clear the 
numbers are not related to the num¬ 
ber of borrowers but the number of 
people. 

“In Dover 30 per cent of household¬ 
ers are in rented or council accommo¬ 
dation. Mr Elphicke’s view is a com¬ 
plete distortion of the real situation 
and a very irresponsible line to take 
from someone who aspires to be MP 
for Dover and Deal.” 

A spokesman at Experian said: 
“The figures for the Dover and Deal 
constituency come from sub-prime 
analysis. Those in a sub-prime cate¬ 
gory are the people who will be 
under more financial pressure as the 
cost of living increases. 

“It doesn’t necessarily mean these 
people have bad credit ratings but 
means these households will be more 
financially stretched and therefore 
will find it harder to make mortgage 
repayments. 

“It is a relatively low figure out of 
the 37,758 households in the con¬ 
stituency.”

Little Stour and Ashtone ward is up for grabs 


DOVER District Council is 
getting ready for a by- 
election for the Little Stour 
and Ashstone ward. 

Those vying for the seat are Bryan 
Curtis for the Liberal Democrats, 
John Bird for Labour and Mike 
Conolly for the Conservatives. 

Bryan Curtis, who represented the 
old Dover district ward of Little Stour 
from 1999 to 2003, represents all 
parish councils on the local develop¬ 
ment framework group. 

He is also chairman of Wingham 
Parish Council. 

Mr Curtis, a driving instructor by 
profession, said: “A stronger voice is 
needed at DDC to speak up for the 
rural areas. 

“We need to do all we can to retain 
local services such as post offices, 
shops and health facilities at a time 
when various Government depart¬ 
ments are implementing policies that 
threaten village life.” 

He is also interested in traffic issues 
and problems with speeding in vil¬ 
lages as well as campaigning for 
improved public transport. 

“We know there are residents, young 
and old, who don’t have access to their

own transport. If commercial bus 
operators can’t provide services to 
meet those needs, then local commu¬ 
nities and councils should work 
together to either take people to serv¬ 
ices or bring these services to people.” 

The Conservative candidate for the 
seat, Mike Conolly, lives in Wingham 
Well with his wife and two teenage 
children. 

A marketing manager at Kent 
College, he is coming up to retirement 
and believes this will allow him to 
devote his time to the people in the 
ward if elected. 

He said: “I haven’t been a councillor 
before, so I’ll be watching and learning 
from others. 

“The main issues I am concerned 
with are vehicles speeding through 
the villages and the low-level crime in 
the ward. 

“There are also planning issues that 
I would be able to help with. 

“My family and I have been very 
active in the community since we 
moved here six years ago and I have 
had a very good response from people 
that I have spoken to. 

“There are already two councillors 


for this ward and I certainly hope 
that, if elected, I would be able to 
lighten the load.” 

Labour candidate John Bird is also 
hoping to gain a seat at Dover District 
Council. 

As the head-teacher of a primary 
school and the father of two sons, Mr 
Bird would like to see more done to 
improve facilities for young people. 

He said that, if elected, he would 
strive to provide local job opportuni¬ 
ties and improve services in rural 
wards. 

“I’m aware that I don’t live in the 
ward but I will make sure I am avail¬ 
able to residents. Fundamentally I 
want to try to empower the local peo¬ 
ple.” 

Another main priority of Mr Bird is 
the environment. 

He said: “The environment is pivotal 
to everything. This is not just another 
policy but something that I would 
want to promote and raise awareness 
about. 

“I’d also like to see low-level crime 
cut and try to stop vandalism and 
groups hanging out on the streets.” 

• Elections take place tomorrow 
(Thursday) for the ward, which covers 
Ash, Stourmouth, Preston, Wingham, 
Staple and Goodnestone. 



Quarterdeck is a

THE leader of the Labour group at 
Dover District Council has shown 
his support for a new cinema to be 
built at the Quarterdeck site in Deal. 

Last week, Yourdover revealed 
that a former manager at Flicks cin¬ 
ema was trying to obtain a lease for 
the site but instead the council was 
spending £30,000 to develop it and 
sell it on. 

Cllr Ben Bano, leader of the 
Labour group, said: “The Quarter¬ 
deck may be a little run-down at 
present, but it is in a key site on 
Deal’s seafront. 

“This is an ideal opportunity to 
look ahead to see how the building 
can be used in the future to benefit 
residents and visitors alike. 

“There is growing support for the 
building to be used creatively, per¬ 
haps as a cinema and a centre for 
the creative arts. 

“What we don’t want to see is the 
building being sold to the highest 
bidder just to raise money for the 
cash-strapped district council.”

to Canterbury without consultation. 

“This was the turning point in 
our relationship and I started a 
campaign which received 15,000 
signatures in support. 

“I recently received minutes of 
the hospital trust’s steering group 
meeting. It had a list of points they 
were considering, and following a 
discussion two options may be 
worked out. 

“Both of these will be to possibly 
develop the Buckland site. Either 
to invest and develop on the lower 
floor or to have a new-build in the 
staff car park. 

“This is a good thing to keep the 
facilities controlled by the trust, 
but we know Dover council has a 
vested interest in making the site 
vacant for house-building.” 

Mr Elphicke also spoke at the 
meeting. He said: “The events over 
the last decade have been a com¬ 
plete disaster. 

‘We need to build a future here 
and a community hospital will help 
move us forward.” 

Residents from around the dis¬ 
trict spoke out about having to 
travel miles to hospitals in 
Margate and Ashford and how, 
despite a population of over 
100,000, they feel there are insuffi¬ 
cient health facilities.

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£4 million 'not enough 
money' say Lib Dems 


DOVER’S Liberal Democrats have blast¬ 
ed a Government funding scheme, claim¬ 
ing a £4 million grant for the town is 
“woefully inadequate”. 

This month’s announcement by cul¬ 
ture secretary Andy Burnham that 
Dover was one of the towns chosen for 
the regeneration programme Sea 
Change meant £4m was heading its way. 

But Dover Liberal Democrats say this 
works out as just £38.25 per resident. 

Campaigner John Mackie said: “The 
announcement shows the Government 
recognises the special needs of Dover. 
But we are not convinced these small 
handouts will act as a catalyst for fur¬ 
ther economic regeneration. 

“Under the scheme, local authorities 
that will be putting forward projects for 
funding must find the same amount of 
matching funds to qualify. That means 
another £4m will need to be raised. 

“Regeneration of Dover requires more 
than a few roads and pathways.”

'My club does not 
disturb neighbours' 


THE owner of a music club blamed 
for contributing to anti-social 
behaviour in Deal has hit back fol¬ 
lowing a licence review of her 
business. 

Gloria Melani, who owns Cassanova Mio in 
the town’s High Street, said she would appeal 
the court’s decision to cut her hours and 
believes the situation came down to a mix-up 
by the council. 

“There was a misunderstanding because they 
gave us long hours for amplified music in the 
restaurant on the ground floor. 

“If I use that, it would be a nightmare for 
people living nearby, but I won’t do that. 

“I only have that in the basement music club, 
where it’s not a problem. 

“They have now cut my hours, but it doesn’t 
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take effect because I’m going to appeal. So until 
the appeal goes ahead I will trade as normal.” 

Tony Bartlett, licensing officer at Dover 
District Council, said: “The premises have a 
licence allowing regulated entertainment. 

“Ms Melani originally applied for a licence 
until 4am, but discussions led to the decision 
that she could only have a licence for regulated 
entertainment until 3am but could stay open 
until 4am. 

“A review was called by a resident complain¬ 
ing about noise and anti-social behaviour, and 
the courts reduced the hours to midnight from 
Sunday to Thursday and lam on Friday and 
Saturday. 

“If any party doesn’t agree with the decision 


they have 21 days to lodge an appeal and the 
establishment can continue trading as normal 
until further notice. 

“A licence doesn’t allow us to put a closing 
time on the premises, though. Under old licenc¬ 
ing rules, establishments were given closing 
times, but this is no longer the case.” 

Ms Melani said she was disappointed to hear 
that her business had been described by resi¬ 
dents as a place where troublesome people 
were going. 

She said: “This is not true. That is not the pic¬ 
ture then and it’s not the picture now. 

“The hearing was four hours long and at the 
end of the day if it was as bad as people say 
they wouldn’t have just cut the hours, they 
would have shut the premises. 

“I don’t want to cause any trouble to the 
neighbours.”

Artwork will 
mark hero's 
life and times 


PAINTINGS of Dover icon Walter 
Tull have been created as part of 
a national exhibition to celebrate 
the life of the east Kent legend. 

Young people took part in painting panels 
specially made by London artist Jonathan 
Boast to mark the life of the respected Walter 
Tull, the first black combat officer and profes¬ 
sional footballer. 

Held at Crabble Com Mill and attended by 
the Mayor of Dover and chairman of River 
Parish Council, the event was part of nation¬ 
al commemorations for Walter, led by The 
City of Westminster Archives. 

The scheme is being funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and marks the 
120th anniversary of his birth, the 90th 
anniversary of his death and the 90th 
anniversary of the Armistice that ended 
the Great War. 

Although Walter has no known grave, he is 
named on the River War Memorial and the 
Dover Town Memorial outside Maison Dieu 
House. 

Marilyn Stephenson-Knight, of the Dover 
War Memorial Project, discovered the Eng¬ 
lish side of Walter’s heritage came from 
Dover: his mother was from Elm’s Vale and 
his father from Barbados. 
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Walter was bom in Folkestone in 1888 but 
was taken to London when his parents died. 
His young stepmother soon afterwards 
moved to Kearsney. 

He has strong connections to the River and 
Kearsney areas of Dover and it is likely that 
he would have visited the area when he 
returned from the Western Front. 

His stepmother and stepsisters always 
kept in touch with him and requested his 
name be placed on memorials in Dover. 

The second event to celebrate his life is 
being held at Dover Town Council chambers 
on Monday, April 28, between 2pm-4.30pm. 

Creative artist Marysia Lachowicz will 
lead a discussion and a number of senior 
Dovorians, some of whom served in World 
War Two, will be in attendance. 

Other major events are to take place across 
England and Scotland and the whole project 
will be brought together at a large exhibition 
at The National Army Museum and The 
National Football Museum.

Q 


What does your role and the role of the project entail? 


A The project was set up in 1989 and I was 
employed to get the project going. The main 
aim of it is to conserve and enhance local 
wildlife and provide access for all to these 
areas. We have a core project, which is to man¬ 
age a number of large sites, and also 24 small¬ 
er projects. 

Other areas I work for include the Romney 
Marsh Countryside Project, which was set up 
in 1996. This area represents 40 per cent of the 
vegetated shingle in Britain. This is shingle 
that is stable and therefore lots of plants can 
invade. This is very good for lots of wildlife like 
insects and bumble-bees and also a lot of birds. 

Therefore, as you can see, although it is the 
most important area, the project is not just 
about chalk grasslands. It all needs to be man¬ 
aged, otherwise they change in ways that could 
be bad for wildlife and people. 

Q Why are Dover and Shepway important in terms of 
wildlife? 

« Specific projects of importance at the 
imoment include Dover’s Whinless Down 
nature reserve. Our work here includes the 
reintroduction of grazing on chalk. 

If this is not managed, then shrubs and trees 
quickly invade and they grow and shade out 
all the more rare and often smaller plants 
such as orchids, of which there are a lot in the 
area. It also has a good piece of chalk grass¬ 
land where up to 50 types of plants thrive. 


It is also important because there are a num¬ 
ber of places that provide good countryside 
walks and places for recreational activities. 
You can see wildlife, go walking, enjoy cycling 
and take part in special activities for children. 

It is very much about the wildlife and the 
people. We say that you can come to a park 
where you are welcome to walk on the grass! 

Since 2004, these areas have been open to 
the public and we have gone above and beyond 
any legal duty to make it accessible to every¬ 
one by putting in steps and a number of inter¬ 
pretation panels, which provide the public 
with information about the area they are 
standing in or walking through. 

Q What habitats are present in Kent, and how are they 
protected? 

A Chalk grassland is one of richest habitats 
in Europe for wildlife and has been 
described as Europe’s equivalent of tropical 
rainforest. Dover and Shepway contain more 
than half the chalk grassland of Kent, or more 
than two per cent of the chalk grassland in 
Britain, or about one per cent of the chalk 
grassland in the world. 

Sites such as the Folkestone Downs and the 
South Foreland Heritage Coast have been des¬ 
ignated as Special Areas for Conservation 
because of their European importance for 
wildlife. This gives a hint as to why it is so 
important. Over the last 60 years, half of the 
chalk grassland in Britain has been lost. Many 
areas have become covered in shrubs such as 
hawthorn, which is difficult to walk through. 


Q In your opinion, what are the most beautiful parts of 
Kent? 

A To me, the White Cliffs are one of the most 
beautiful parts of Kent. They are protected 
as two stretches of Heritage Coast, which form 
part of the Kent Downs Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. Heritage Coasts are designat¬ 
ed for their natural beauty. There are 45 
Heritage Coasts in England and Wales, but 
there are only five stretches in south-east 
England. 


Q 


How long have you had this interest in wildlife? 


A I have had an interest in wildlife since 
childhood. I was bom in Kent and have 
been going out on conservation events since I 
was a teenager. As a child I was always asking: 
‘What’s that?”. I studied biological sciences at 
Leicester University and went on to complete a 
PhD, looking at crop pests. Since then I have 
worked all over the country, in places including 
Cornwall, Berkshire and the Isle of Wight. 


Q 


What problems do you come across in your line of work? 


A Places such as Samphire Hoe, East Cliff 
and Warren Country Park and Western 
Heights are major tourist facilities, but 
because we do not charge for entry there is a 
problem in that we do not benefit financially 
from these areas. However, people spend in 
the shops and cafes and this contributes to the 
local economy.

Crowds lifted me as 
rain dampened hopes 


Our very own sports reporter DAVID 
PRITCHARD proved he has what it takes 
in one of the world's most gruelling sport 
events - the Flora London Marathon. 
Having had a chance to catch his breath, 
he explains what it was like. 


IT’S not often you find 
yourself between Gor¬ 
don Ramsay and Ron- 
an Keating, but that’s 
precisely what hap¬ 
pened to me on The 
Mall 10 days ago. 

Measuring your athletic 
abilities against celebrities is 
one of the many little bonuses 
which come with taking part 
in the London Marathon. 

The three of us were among 
just over 34,000 to finish in 
what was not only the third 
largest in the race’s history, 
but also the longest. 

It was a touch ironic that on 
the occasion the race organis¬ 
ers had chosen to mark the 
centenary of the first running 
of the modem marathon dis¬ 
tance, an emergency added 
200 metres to the route. 

Unbeknown to us competi¬ 
tors, as we set off in 
Greenwich Park the fire 


brigade was being called to a 
suspected gas leak 13 miles 
further down the course. 

As a result some of the field 
ended up running slightly 
more than the 26 miles 385 
yards which was first covered 
in the 1908 London Olympics. 

In previous competitions 
the distance had varied by 
over a mile and the original 
course from Windsor to the 
Olympic Stadium was 25 
miles, plus a lap of the White 
City athletics track. 

But in a last-minute change 
of plan the start was moved 
back up to Windsor Castle to 
allow the Royal Family to 
watch, adding a mile to the 
total. 

The race entered sporting 
folklore not because of the 
change in distance, but due to 
its heart-wrenching finish. 

Italian Dorando Pietri 
entered the arena on his own 
but on the verge of total 
exhaustion. Collapsing several 
times, he was helped to his

feet by stewards, which meant 
that as he crossed the line he 
was disqualified for receiving 
outside assistance. 

Fortunately my experience 
was a little easier than Signor 
Pietri’s, but running a mar¬ 
athon can still have its pit- 
falls. Of the massed ranks on 
the start line, about one in 
nine needed medical assis¬ 
tance of some kind during the 
race, while 40 runners ended 
up in hospital despite rela¬ 
tively benign conditions. 


The marathon tests mental 
strength as much as physical 
and my mind and body began 
to fall out with each other at 
about 15 miles. 

It had all been going so well 
up to that point, but the com¬ 
bination of a rain shower and 
a rare quiet section saw the 
onset of the first of several dif¬ 
ficult patches. 

When things start to go 
wrong, the spectators take on 
a starring role. 

In the most popular sections 


around Canary Wharf and the 
Embankment they manage to 
create an atmosphere which 
numbs the pain and replenish¬ 
es flagging energy levels. They 
also bring all kinds of sweets 
to give strugglers a sugar 
boost, which is a wonderful 
idea and certainly helped pro¬ 
pel me onwards to the finish. 

Running a marathon 
requires months of lonely 
training, pushes you to 
uncharted levels of exhaus¬ 
tion and for days you walk 


around like an old lady. But 
somehow it’s all worth it and 
within hours I found myself 
thinking about doing it all 
over again. And next time I’m 
beating Ramsay. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Modest David was 
raising money for Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY) and raised £l r 500. 

He completed the race in an impres¬ 
sive three hours, 57 minutes, 44 sec¬ 
onds - comfortably beating TV action 
man Ben Fogle by seven minutes... not 
to mention some 23,000 of the 34,000 
other runners.

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Day trippers up to 39m - 
economy and jobs boost

TOURISM in Kent has seen a 
sharp rise in the number of visitors 
exploring local attractions and 
spending their cash in restaurants, 
stores, bars and cafes. 

New figures show that during 2006 the 
county’s economy benefited by £2.5 billion, an 
increase of 13.5 per cent on 2003. 

Attractions such as Canterbury Cathedral, 
Leeds, Rochester and Dover castles, and Port 
Lympne and Howletts wildlife parks, all con¬ 
tributed to the boom. 

Seven per cent of jobs are now supported by 
the travel industry - whether through day 
trippers or people taking a longer break. This 
is an increase of 2.2 per cent. 

The figures were substantially up on those 
for 2003, which Visit Kent - a tourism group

run by Kent County Council - used as a com¬ 
parison. 

According to the calculations more than 39 
million day trippers arrived two years ago, and 
they spent more than £1.3 billion, a rise of 19.7 
per cent. Just under that sum was spent by 
longer term tourists from the UK and visitors 
from overseas. 

In all 84 per cent of visitors came from the 
UK with the rest mainly from continental 
Europe, the USA and Japan. 

Fran Warrington, head of Visit Kent, said: 
“Tourism is a fragile and competitive industry 
and across the UK it has taken a long time to 
recover from the foot and mouth epidemic. 

“But these figures show just how well we 
have been doing in maintaining and develop¬ 


ing our position as a top UK destination. 

“In part, these results are a reflection of the 
tremendous investment that has been made 
in our industry since 2003. 

“When the research was carried out in 2006 
more than £148.5 million was being invested 
in Kent in tourism-related developments. 

“Major projects ranged from the £90 million 
second Swale Crossing improving access to the 
seaside resorts and heritage attractions on the 
Isle of Sheppey, to the new £37 million ferry 
berths and ships serving the Port of Dover.” 

KCC regeneration chief Roger Gough said 
the county faced the challenges of cheap air 
fares and city breaks in Europe but he said 
Kent had a bright future in the industry. 

Mr Gough said: “This study confirms that 
our tourism, leisure and hospitality business¬ 
es are rising to both the short and long term 
challenges in their marketplace. ”

HOSPITAL trusts must not get complacent 
in the fight against superbugs, a campaign¬ 
er has warned. 

Laura Probert joined the National 
Concern for Healthcare Infections (NCHI), 
which works to raise awareness of super¬ 
bugs and other infections, after her mother 
died at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford three years ago. 

She said: “She was in there because she 
fell and broke her hip, she was not ill. 

“They operated and she got an MRSA 
infection in the wound. She was in hospital 
for three months and developed 
Clostridium difficile and e-coli - she just 
gave up in the end.” 

Since the loss of her 82-year-old mother, 
Mrs Probert, who lives in Ramsgate, has 
been working on behalf of the NCHI and 
plans to join LINk, the Local Involvement 
Network that will replace Patient and 
Public Involvement Forums. 

‘We were not told anything,” she said. “It 
was such a battle to get information, but it 
has picked up now and they are taking it 
more seriously.” 

Despite infection rates of MRSA and C diff 
decreasing in hospitals across the county, 
Mrs Probert is concerned that trusts could 
get complacent and return to bad practice. 

KOS Media has been running a campaign 
to help doctors, nurses and other healthcare 
professionals battle against superbugs. 

The award-winning publishers have been 
raising awareness that simply washing 
your hands at home and work using soap 
and water and the alcohol hand washing gel 
provided in hospitals is the simplest way to 
stop infection spreading. 

Mrs Probert is speaking at the 
Westminster Health Forum next month 
about monitoring hand hygiene procedures 
and welcomed KOS Media’s campaign.

Chinese culture will never 
dominate rest of the world 


WE have seen in recent weeks pos¬ 
sibly the first example of the way 
China can flex its international 
muscles with the squad of track- 
suited minders protecting the 
Olympic flame on its “journey of 
harmony” - which provoked riots 
from Paris to San Francisco. 

They were there on the streets of London 
elbowing people out of the way, ordering 
British police and stewards around and gener¬ 
ally presenting a face to the world of the kind 
of mentality that likes to crack down hard on a 
group of pacifist monks wearing orange robes. 

According to some analysts the 19th century 
belonged to Britain, the 20th to the US and the 
21st is set to be dominated by Beijing. 

Now is this a state of political play which 
should be applauded? 

The British Empire may not have been all 
sweetness and light. But both the British and 
Americans did have some sort of vaguely liber¬ 


al consensus. Fighting the Nazis (both), sup¬ 
pressing the slave trade (us), roads, schools 
and hospitals (us again) and rebuilding 
Europe (them) all immediately come to mind. 

But the Chinese have no such lofty ideals - 
whether its suppressing dissent or cosying up 
to regimes such as Robert Mugabe’s or con¬ 
tributing to the genocide in Darfur, China has 
no interest whatsoever in anything beyond its 
own advancement. 

So will this massive country dominate the 
world in the coming decades? I’m not sure it will. 

Chinese goods may be cheap, its workforce 
willing and ready to work for 19 hours a day 
and its military top-notch. 

But the British and American dominance 
came from something more than that. In the 
19th century it was the earnest desire of every 
local potentate to have their sons educated in 
England. Although the former Imperial pos¬ 
sessions are now rightly self-governing, how 
many former subject people play their ex¬ 
colonial overlords at sport? 

Playing in England, whether at Lord’s, 
Wembley or Twickenham, is often stated as 


the crowning honour for cricketers from 
Pakistan, footballers from Jamaica or rugby 
players from South Africa. 

America never had an Empire as such - it 
just conquered the world with a mixture of 
Coca Cola, mass production of consumer goods 
and endless repeats of Friends. 

Britain was one of the first countries to 
respond to the allure of the USA - 1950s grey¬ 
ness was contrasted strongly with the land of 
the Cadillac, James Dean and Elvis Presley. 

The rest of the world soon took notice and, 
unless actually banned, America is every¬ 
where from Japan to Namibia. 

But, in stark contrast, who would love to 
work all day in a stapler manufacturing plant 
in Shanghai? Or rationalise coal production at 
an office in Xi’an? China won’t dominate as a 
cultural force like Britain did and the US does 
until people across the globe aspire to actually 
being Chinese.

Who or what brought you to Dover? 

This was a little beyond my control as I was born in 
Dover and grew up in the town. 

What is your favourite thing about the area? 

The Gateway to England in the Garden of England makes 
this area a very picturesque part of the country. Dover is 
steeped in history - everywhere you turn you can see the 
old mixed with the new and this needs to continue in a 
sensible way. Enter Dover by road and you can see the 
castle looking down welcoming you and when crossing 
the Channel that solid structure standing on the famous 
White Cliffs gives a view second to none. 

If you could change anything about Dover, what 
would it be? 

Dover needs to and is changing, and it is a pleasure to be 
part of the team driving this forward. The biggest hurdle 
is the severance of the seafront from the town by a trunk 
road carrying up to 10,000 trucks a day and the 
carbuncle right next to it called Burlington House that 
thankfully has numbered days now.

How do you think the A20 resurfacing is going? 

The signing of diversion routes and the length of time 
that some roads have been closed has appeared 
shambolic.

They did listen a little, but we still have high 
numbers of trucks using entirely unsuitable roads. 

Soon, apparently, they are starting to use the Folkestone 
Road diversions more, so we need to be ready. 
Woolcomber Street has now been closed for about four 
or five weeks - ridiculous! 


Improve ferry 
service instead 

I understand plans have been 
put forward for a second Channel 
tunnel, which will no doubt cost 
millions and take decades to 
build.

Spanning the 
generations 


The pioneers of folk rock are still electric 


AS the acknowledged pio¬ 
neers of folk rock, Steeleye 
Span brought the genre to 
the international stage. 

Since forming in 1969, the group 
has been at the forefront of the field 
and become a musical institution. 

Members have come and gone over 
the years, but the line-up has always 
included some of the leading lights of 
the British folk scene. Perhaps best 
known for the hits All Around My 
Hat and Gaudete, the band has 
delighted audiences around the world 
and achieved gold disc sales status. 

Following the revival of traditional 
British music in smoky clubs during 
the 50s and 60s, some musicians were 
beginning to consider the idea of set¬ 
ting folk music to electric accompani¬ 
ment. In 1969 Fairport Convention 
released Liege and Lief, an acclaimed 
album of traditional ballads, but most 
members of the band did not wish to 
continue the trend. 

However, bass player Ashley 
Hutchings was inspired by the dis¬ 
covery and he found like-minded 
musicians in the form of Maddy 
Prior, Tim Hart and Gay and Terry 
Woods. The group moved into a coun¬ 
try house to get to know each other, 
before recording their first album 
Hark! The Village Wait. 

Unfortunately the rehearsal process 
had not been entirely harmonious and 
the album would never be performed 
live, with the Woods being replaced by 
traditional singer Martin Carthy. 



VJ m 
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Fiddler Peter Knight was also 
recruited and the band finally 
embarked on their first live tour. 

They also began to get involved in 
drama and the idea of touring the US 
was mooted, but Hutchings and 
Carthy suddenly announced they 
were leaving the band. The next line¬ 
up featured bass player Rick Kemp 
and guitarist/singer Bob Johnson. 

There would be further changes 
over the decades, but the band took a 
strong cult following and converted it 
into an international fan base. They 


toured the US with Jethro Tull, 
entertaining thousands of people 
with their dramatic staging and 
unusual songs. Following that tour 
they recorded the album Now We Are 
Six, which included a track on which 
David Bowie played saxophone. 

Another project required a ukulele 
and, not knowing anybody who 
played, the band drafted in Peter 
Sellers for the afternoon. 

It was the release of album All 
Around My Hat in 1975 that saw the 
peak of the band’s commercial suc¬ 
cess and landed them an appearance 
on Top of the Pops, their second after 
Gaudete. 

Chart success would not come 
again, but the band’s popularity in 
the electric folk world continued. 

The success of the 35th anniver¬ 
sary tour in 2004 led to the recording 
of studio albums Babylon, Winter 
and the latest album Bloody Men, 
released in November 2006. 

The current line-up comprises 
Maddy Prior, the voice of Steeleye 
Span for 34 years, stalwart fiddler 
Peter Knight, bassist Rick Kemp, 
Ken Nicol on guitar and vocals and 
drummer Liam Genockey.

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Intensely incredible India

THE two customs men looked 
fierce, and I feared a telling off for 
losing my landing card between 
immigration control and the bag¬ 
gage carousel. 

But the ice was broken with a bribe of two 
Cox’s apples, and the Delhi airport officials 
overlooked my absent-mindedness and cheer¬ 
fully waved me through. It was my first taste 
of India’s extremes - outwardly officious, but 
in truth, intensely down to earth. 

Though I was here as a tourist, my adven¬ 
ture was not to be made backpacker-style. I 
was to mix luxury with the sights and sounds 
of one of the world’s most romantic buildings, 
the Taj Mahal. 

My visit was in June, and yes, it was hot. 
Few tourists visit in midsummer, with cooling 
monsoon rains still a month away. But if you 
can stand the thermometer hitting the 40 
degree mark, it’s a quieter and cheaper time to 
see north India’s majestic emblem. 

I travelled to Agra, home of the Taj, by road. 
A distance of 130 miles, Delhi and Agra are 
directly finked by one of India’s finest dual car¬ 
riageways. But while the highway is indeed 
wide, my minibus was fighting for space with 
oxen, bicycle rickshaws, tractors, buses and 
overloaded trucks. 

Only brave or foolhardy visitors would hire a 
car for the trip. But just under five hours later 
we were there - pulling into the Oberoi

Amarvilas, where every room boasts a clear 
view of the Taj Mahal, barely 600 metres away. 

The Taj is traditionally visited soon after 
dawn, or before sunset. I decided to go after 
sunrise - after first taking in the view from 
my balcony. The ivory domes rose above the 
surrounding trees, flown over by green para¬ 
keets and jet black crows. 

It is almost eerie to see something so famil¬ 
iar. And luckily for me, it had rained a week 
earlier, so the marble walls were washed of 
dust and radiated in the sun. 


At the gates of the Taj, and indeed outside all 
tourist traps, hawkers are ready to pounce - 
and you’ve got to be ready for them. The per¬ 
sistence of postcard and guide-book sellers can 
be frustrating. Once through the gates, howev¬ 
er, the world is more at peace. 

The Taj Mahal was built by the Mughal 
emperor Shah Jahan in the mid 17th century, 
a monument of love to his favourite wife, 
queen Mumtaz Mahal. The white marble was 
carried by elephants from 200 miles away. It 
took 22 years and 20,000 men to build. 

Passing through the red sandstone gateway, 
the Taj lies dead ahead, beyond the famous 
watercourse. It was quiet, even after 8am. 

Once at the building itself, shoes are 
removed and you walk to the entrance up 
smooth, marble steps. Up close, you are con¬ 
fronted with fantastically-intricate stone carv¬ 
ings. Marble screens are inlaid with semi-pre¬ 
cious stones such as black onyx, opaque yellow 
jasper and sea green turquoise. 

From 600 metres, or at arm’s length, the Taj 
is breathtaking. 

What is amazing to a Western visitor is that 
so little is off-limits. Because the marble of the 
Taj is so hard, it has only been polished, not 
worn, by the millions of hands and feet which 
have brushed against it. 

Such is the Taj’s pulling power, there were 
far more Indians than Western tourists who 
had come to pay homage. A handful of 
Muslims prayed in the mosque which lies to 
the side. 

The Indian tourist board’s catchphrase is 
‘Incredible India’. They aren’t kidding.

LOST THE PLOT? Tennant and Tate in Dr Who

BBC1,6.20pm, Saturday 

“AND before you ask, I had nothing to 
do with that fire.” 

No, this wasn’t a smatter of chatter 
from the Isle of Thanet - where the 
wooden rollercoaster has been 
wrecked - but David Tennant early on 
in a recent Doctor Who adventure. 

The good Doctor was in Pompei for 
the build-up to the big eruption, which 
naturally all finked in with alien 
weirdness in some way, somehow. 

Not wishing to sound dumb, and 
undoubtedly failing miserably, I’m 
finding the sci-fi hit’s plotlines almost 
impossible to follow at the moment. 

For a show that relies on younger 
viewers to make up a large share of its 
audience, the current crop of Who 
writers may well be setting the bar a 
little bit too high. 

Either that or I’m just thick. 
However, this is not the only problem 
spooking the Tardis these days. 

As latest assistant Donna, Catherine 
Tate has turned up to wreak havoc in 
the annals of time, but it’s hard to see 
what she is actually bringing to the 
party, for this is a sci-fi and a catch- 
phrase-free zone. 

Tate aside - and please let’s leave 
her there - it’s hard to pinpoint just 


where Doctor Who is falling short at 
the moment. 

It looks good, and it is a show I 
desperately want to like, but it just 
doesn’t seem to click. 

One factor may be just that it’s a 
little bit too slick for its own good. 

Tennant is the most polished Doctor 
yet and the days of the wobbly sets 
and bubblewrap monsters have long 
been consigned to the skip to be 
replaced with CGI.

EVEN wearing four-inch, black 
patent Christian Louboutin heels

But as the two discuss his homage to the for¬ 
ties screwball comedy - think witty banter, 
Bringing Up Baby, raised eyebrows and cloche 
hats - what the Texan tinkerbell lacks in size, 
she makes up for in ‘verbosity’, as she calls it. 

According to Clooney, Zellweger’s natural 
wit and sarcasm, often disguised by her 
breathy, southern tones, made her the obvious 
choice for his latest directorial effort. 

“We slur. We say ‘you know’. But Renee has 
this incredible ability to walk straight into a 
period piece,” he says admiringly. 

In his first directing venture since Good

George and Renee are natural sparring 
partners, both on and off screen.

House price drop 
may help us out 
in the long run

A LEADING economist claims that a 
small drop in property prices will not be 
a disaster and may even act as a stabil¬ 
ising influence on the market. 

Liam Halligan, of Property Capital 
Management, said recent reports of a 
dip in the market should not start alarm 
bells ringing across the spectrum from 
homeowners to estate agents. 

Instead he claimed any such drop 
would go some way towards rectifying 
what is an over-inflated market. 

Mr Halligan said: “Should prices flat 
line, or even fall slightly for a year or 
two, that would be a good thing - purg¬ 
ing the system of excess.” 

Other analysts have pointed to the 
fact that a fall - as opposed to the 
intense growth the market has seen in 
recent years - could bring balance to the 
economy with regard to property. 

They also say investors could find 
themselves benefiting from long term 
stability in a market which historically 
has periodically corrected itself to main¬ 
tain equilibrium.

FAMILIES who buy new homes built by 
private developers over the next two 
years could be paying £11,000 to install 
eco-friendly gadgets in their properties - 
or face higher fuel bills than those that 
are built to tough new environmental 
standards. 

New regulations introduced this 
month require all new homes built by 
housing associations to become more 
energy efficient - and slash carbon emis¬ 
sions by 25 per cent. But the 
Government has given private develop¬ 
ers until 2010 to meet the standard. 

This means that people who buy in the 
private sector need to either splash out 
cash for improvements or face the 
prospect of long term outlay on bills. 

Experts calculate a family that buys a 
home built by the private sector until 
April 2010 will have to spend £1,477 
more on their gas and electricity over 
the first 20 years than those living in 
social housing.

We wanted a vibrant, fresh, contemporary 
look suitable for young couples or families who 
might buy a three bedroom home. 

We picked blue and white as the main 
colours and traditional images of the seaside 
provided the accent colours - Punch and Judy, 


deckchairs, beach huts. We wanted a really 
bright, fresh, fun look.”

NEVER mind the quality, feel the 
width summarised the first Kia I 
ever road tested.

How far the Korean marque has come in 
the five years since then; this week’s road 
test Proceed not only feels bulletproof, but is 
backed by a seven-year/100,000-mile war¬ 
ranty, unique to selected Kias. 

OK, Kia simply looked and learned from 
the best European marques, but the speed 
and execution has been awesome; the 
Proceed is styled and engineered to 
European standards and built in a state-of- 
the-art Slovakian factory. 

This three-door hatch is based on the Ceed 
five-door launched last year, but justifies its 
sportier name by being slightly longer and 
lower, enhanced visually by a high waist, 
longer side doors, dramatic body line and 
tailgate spoiler.

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car, even if the 60/40 split backrest remains. 

The seats are well designed and interior 
materials, fit and finish are better than 
most mainstream rivals, yet the Kia still 
offers superb value - from £11,795 including 
air con, alloys and iPod/MP3 player compat¬ 
ibility as standard, plus that ‘buy and forget 
warranty’. 

We put the car’s sporting looks to the test 
by climbing into the current Proceed flag¬ 
ship, the 138bhp 2.0-litre diesel Sport 
(£15,495), which has plenty of low down 
clout and can set the front wheels scrabbling 
if you aim for the car’s claimed 10-second 
0-60mph time, but it can be raucous and I 
prefer the all-round appeal of Kia’s smaller 
1.6-diesel unit. 

This 2.0-litre Proceed can be hustled 
though, even if it does push its nose wider on 
bends and the ride can get fidgety. Used sen¬ 
sibly though, this model is refined at speed 
and frugal - it can average 50mpg - helped 
by a smooth six-speed gearbox, while C02 
emissions of only 149 grams should appeal to 
the fleet market. A hot hatch ‘halo model’ is 
also said to be in the pipeline.

Vehicle fleet deal 
helps local economy 

ASHFORD construction company GSE 
Building & Civil Engineering recently 
took delivery of a fleet of 19 vehicles 
after linking up with locally based com¬ 
pany Kenhire.

Will you get an 
offshore amnesty? 

PEOPLE with offshore bank accounts 
who came forward under last year’s tax 
‘amnesty’ will have been waiting anx¬ 
iously to hear whether their disclosure 
has been accepted. 

This is because HM Revenue & 
Customs (HMRC) has until April 30 to 
start asking questions about disclosures 
made under the Offshore Disclosure 
Facility (ODF). 

Mike Down, tax investigations partner 
at accountants, Baker Tilly, said: “HMRC 
issued a spate of ODF acceptances 
recently, but it has encountered prob¬ 
lems in the past by starting investiga¬ 
tions too close to deadlines and will not 
want to risk this again.” 

HMRC has started to contact those who 
didn’t come forward under the amnesty. 

Getting shipshape 

SEAFRANCE’S newest ferry is getting a 
£12 million refit at a Dunkirk shipyard 
prior to its entry to the fleet this summer. 

The main aim of the work is to ensure 
the ship can manoeuvre easily in the 
docks at Dover to Calais and offer a spa¬ 
cious passenger area for customers. 

The SeaFrance Moliere, like others in 
the fleet, will have two bars, two restau¬ 
rants, a large boutique shop and a space 
dedicated to freight and coach drivers.
